A visit to Hartley House is a most rewarding 
experience — rewarding because it gives an insight 
into the invaluable work being done in so many 
areas of the ACT by organisations devoted to 
the care of the less fortunate in our community. 
Canberra City has recognised, in its short exist- 
ence, the needs of such groups and has been 
involved in several promotions to assist them. 
Hartley House is a welcome addition. 


Christine Wheel explained that Hartley 
House could take 12 children and presently 
had seven permanents.

Today is a day that, | am sure, will live for- 
ever in my memory. May | say what a great 
honour it is for my players, the Club, our won- 
derful supporters and for me that His Excellency 
the Governor-General should share our match 
with us. We will be doing our best for Canberra 
and for soccer generally. 

| also wish to welcome lan Callaghan to the 
Canberra City side. In his two appearances with 
us, lan has demonstrated that all that has been 
written of him, and more, is so true. How good it 
was that in his debut with Canberra City our 
boys were able to produce their very best in that 
excellent 4-1 win over Footscray to take us into 
the semi final of the Philips Cup, At training or 
when we have team talks, his enthusiasm is like 
that of a 20 year old. He is an outstanding player. 
He has experience that no money in the world 
could buy, And | am particularly impressed at his 
physical fitness. Great things lie ahead for the 
team when all his qualities and the boys skills are 
combined. 

So much soccer has been played since | last 
wrote for you. | must go back to our match 
against Sydney Olympic which we lost 3-1. It was 
not a bad game for us; we did not play as we did 
the first. time against Footscray. However, much 
of the footbal! played was negative. But all that 
was disappointing for us in that match com- 
pletely reversed for our clash against Heidelberg 
United the following week. | consider it one of 
the best games that we have played. Many times 
we were close to scoring. Once, John Brown got 
the bali in the middie, took three players, then 
did a one-two or wall pass movement with Terry 
Byrne who found himself in the six yard area in 


front of the goalkeeper. He went to put it on one 
side, but he was not wide enough the goalkeeper 
got it. Luis Salgado hit the ball just outside the 
18 yard area and it nearly broke the crossbar, 
such was the force. A draw was perhaps unfair 
for such a good performance. 

Then came the Philips Cup matches. | was 
very wary of Essendon Croatia. We knew little 
about the team. | had a lot of respect for it after 
reading the Press, soin the first half we came out 
determined to be very cautious before we com- 
mitted ourselves. But in the second half, as the 
result proves, we opened up our play and did 
what we knew we could do. Roy Stark played a 
beautiful game as did Isaac Farrell. Four-nil was a 
good reflection of the game. 

| gave Harry Williams a run that night. While | 
know Cup games are important, they are not as 
important as two points. Harry knows as | do 
that his play needs a lot of polish and work. He 
has been out of the game for so long. He is get- 
ting fit, but he is not match fit yet. For exactly 
the same reason, he subbed for Mick Milovanovic 
against Footscray 4 days later. Oh, | felt so sorry 
for Mick. He had a good game. No player for 
whatever reason he is subbed is happy when it 
happens, He is not a good soccer player if he is. 
Mick is going very well. He retains his place in the 
team, But | am interested to have all my players 
in 100 per cent condition, because you never 
know when you will need them, Every time 1 can 
use Harry in ‘the top grade, | will. That is the 
better level for him. Soon he should be ready to 
really fire. 

And did the team make up for its earlier 
showing against Footscray in that Philips Cup 
match? I'll say.it did. | am pretty sure that Foot- 
scray produced the same type of football and the 
same performance as in the previous game, We 
did our job the way it should have been done. 
The first time, we did not. In the first game, 
Footscray did not win it; we lost it: Revenge is 
sweet. 

Our latest game, against Adelaide City, is still 
fresh in my mind. And the players remember it 
all too well. They have the bruises to prove it. It 
was a very rough match, a very physical game, in 
which we seemed to cop most of the bad tackles. 
Just ask Mick, Roy and Isaac. Two players 
already have had legs broken playing against 
Adelaide City this season. | am not surprised! | 
gave the referee five out of ten for the worst 
refereeing performance | have seen this season. 
He was a guy with no confidence and no deter- 
mination.

in conversation 


Rudi Gutendorf is in no doubt that the 
$50,000 spent on the Under 19 team was a sound 
investment by Australia. He is very happy that 
nearly everybody in that squad now plays in the 
Philips League. His intention is to keep all of the 
boys together adding perhaps 3 or 4 players who 
may be slightly over 19 years of age. Rudi is 
keen to see his youngsters and other talented kids 
get their chance in the big time. ‘! suggested to 
the Philips League officials that they adopt my 
rule of having at least one under 19 in each PSL 
team, but they dropped my proposal. Half the 
sickness with Australian soccer last year was that 
clubs imported second and third grade players 
from overseas, instead of blending youth with 
experience as Canberra City and Newcastle have 
done. Just look at the talent in players like 
Moulis, Milovanovic, Hogg, McClelland, Tredin- 
nick and Endacott. Unfortunately, some clubs 
play the older players and don't look for the 
youngsters. | blame the Philips League for this. 
| got agreement on the three points for aclear 4 
goals or more win. | pleaded for a full season at 
feast for each coach — no mid-season sackings — 
with each coach working with one under 19 on 
the field and another on the bench.

Rudi returned to his hobby horse — attacking 
football and the 3 point win.

| had the opportunity to speak with the players 
and the coach for half an hour. | spoke about 
motivation, as we do in Germany with our soccer 
players. It was great and | have invited the coach 
to our international matches. | see no reason to 
fight each other. We have to accept each other. 
It is a great game. Soccer players can learn a lot, 
especially on the physical engagement side. | now 
proudly have a Richmond jersey that they gave 
me."

When | met with Roy Stark to prepare this 
profile, his legacy from the tough Adelaide City 
encounter was all too evident. So it seemed 
appropriate to raise first with him the problem 
of the standard of refereeing. ‘It is disappointing, 
obviously, when the standard of football is being 
taised. | think something should be done about 
the standard of refereeing, although | must hasten 
to add that there are some very good referees. 
One very good ref is our local man, Ken Allen’. 

Roy wears the responsibilities of captain with 
an ease that causes one to question the com- 
plaints frequently heard from others about the 
burden of captaining any team. Roy took over 
early in the 1978 season from Tony Henderson 


when that player was suffering a form slump, 
Roy claims it is no extra burden. He says firmly: 
‘| play my own game. { try to dominate my own 
position’. | commented on a facet of Roy’s play 
which to me is outstanding — his skill in the air. 
Says Roy: ‘Well, | am short for a centre half. 
From my youngest days, | have had to jump a 
little higher than the others. It is a skill that has 
matured. Most of the tall players are not very 
good jumpers, although they are very good in the 
air. Being tall when young, they never had to put 
in that extra effort to climb high. Let’s say that | 
have become accustomed to going high for the 
ball’. 

Roy has noted a vast improvement in the Can- 
berra City side this season — and most credit for 
this must go to Vic Fernandez, The team is much 
happier, it enjoys training and looks forward to 
games. He added: ‘There is a lot of ability in the 
side. Obviously some room exists for improve- 
ment, but that will come in time as some of the 
younger players become more experienced’, | 
mentioned Petar Vidovic’s resolve (See Football 
League Notes) for his Roos to beat the Philip 
Soccer League side if they should ‘clash in the 
Philips Cup next year. ‘If they do, all the best to 
them’, Roy replied. ‘There are some very talented 
boys in that and our other teams. Their standard 
is now much higher. There are good players after 
all the positions, and that means better play at 
the top to combat that competition’. 

Roy has great praise for Canberra City and 
Newcastle KB United for what they have 
achieved. ‘The other clubs were long established. 
Obviously they had the advantage when the PSL 
started, but now we have shown them the true 
professional approach’. Relegation, according to 
Roy, is really re-election. ‘The PSL is as presently 
envisaged still getting the competition off the 
ground. Support for teams is so important. 
Actually | would be interested to see another 
Canberra based side or a Queanbeyan side in the 
PSL. This would give added incentive to Canberra 
City’. F 

And Roy’s future and ambitions? ‘Well, i'm 
very ambitious’, Roy smiled, ‘but right now, with 
soccer, my ambition is to do well with Canberra 
City’. Roy is a great team man and-an inspiring 
leader. What's more, he has a heart like Phar 
Lap’s, and never says die. That's the reason why 
he leads the Player of the Year competition at the 
moment. In the years to come, Canberra City will 
reflect on how fortunate it was to have Roy as its 
captain in these formative years.

As the above tables reveal, the performances 
of our teams in the ACT Soccer Federation com- 
petition give the Club reason for great pride and 
much hope for the future.

In the meantime, we have interviewed 
two of the coaches, and here is their summation 
of progress to date: 

Petar Vidovie, Coach, Canberra City Roos be- 
lieves that the season is going very well for his 
charges, especially considering the constant need 
to adjust the teamas the Philips Soccer League's 
demands are met. A Philips Soccer League player 
coming back from injury or someone who doesn't 
make the team one week will run with the Roos. 
This means Petar must drop one of his players. 
Last weekend, Harry Williams played with his 
team and George Bailey had his second run back 
from injury. His players accept the need to make 
way for these players with good grace, but he 
knows it is disheartening for them. However, he 
believes this situation is much preferable to 
having no depth at all in a club. 

Among the promising youngsters he men- 
tioned were Keith White, Mark Francis, Bernie 


Lustica and Alan Reis. He had special praise for 
Keni Kawaleva whose fighting spirit and morale 
lifting performances were an inspiration to the 
youngsters. ‘Keni gives me stability in the team. 
| give him great credit for getting hold of the 
midfield and making it possible for us tg win 
against West Woden Juventus,’ commented 
Petar. ‘Our only loss has been against Croatia 
Deakin and that was, mostly due to our lack of 
holding the midfield.’ Peter makes the point 
that most of his team are still only youngsters 
and that there are some basic skills that .can be 
acquired only with experience. ‘They are a great 
bunch of kids. Nothing is too difficult for most 
of them. And to me it is a pleasure to work with 
the boys’. He added the often made plea for 
City’s fans to take the opportunity when the 
Philips Soccer League squad is not playing to 
come to see the boys in action, for it is fram 
their ranks that the majority of our future 
players will come. 

When | asked him whether he had given 
thought to the possibility that if his team tops 
the competition it would be drawn against the 
Philips Soccer League squad in the Philips Cup, 
his face lit up and with quiet determination he 
said softly: ‘Yes, | have: and | can tell you t 
would be thinking of the possibility of beating 
them too.’ 

John Doyle, coach of the Canberra City 
Wallabies, points proudly to his team's record: 
Equal top on points and second on goal average. 
The loss last Sunday in the Cup match was the 
first of the season for the team in Canberra. The 
outstanding feature of the team members was 
their enthusiasm. Other than John there is no 
player over 19 in the team. ‘Our team is eligible 
to play in the Colts competition, but we do 
not’, he points out. Most have been playing for 
Canberra City for two seasons. He believes it 
would be hard to pick out players who might one 
day be good enough to play at a higher level but 
several were showing considerable ability at this 
stage. John has high praise for Victor Fernandez 
who, when his Philips Soccer League commit- 
ments permit, is a regular attender at their 
matches. The City teams train together and this 
involvement make a big difference to the boys. 

Earlier in the season the Wallabies travelled to 
Cowra to play Orange Waratahs, the winner of 
the New South Wales Amateur Cup last season. 
He confesses that his greatest concern is the lack 
of stronger competition. He adds: ‘I am sure that 
we would make more progress if we had more 
competition in our grade. Harder games week 
after week instead of once every five weeks 
would bring out the best in the boys’

Corison Comments 


At last Rudi Gutdendorf has revealed his 
plan for getting Australia to Spain in 1982. it 
revolves around mainly the selections of:— 
(1) an “A” team. 
(i) a “B’ team composed of Under 19 
Australian squad players. 

(iii) a “Youth’’ team selected for the 1981 
World Youth Cup, (participants must 
have been born after May 1961). 

With Coca Cola prepared to back the Youth 
championships, and with other sponsorship avail- 
able for the A and B teams, there is in theory 
very little reason why the plan should not suc- 
ceed. 

All | can say is good luck, Rudi, but your 
plan will fail unless three things happen. First, 
all Australian soccer, at whatever level, has to 
put Spain 1982 as its No. 1 priority, This means 
that the PSL, State Federations, Administrators 
of the Youth championships, the Ciubs, the 
Press, the supporters, and all sports loving Aussies 
have got to think collectively and positively and 
forget all the existing petty jealousies, misunder- 
standings, ethnic loyalties, and related issues. | 
doubt very much whether ‘we’’ all will do that. 
Secondly, Rudi has to be given the chance to 
prepare his team properly. Kuwait beat Australia 
last time because the team was given the right 
financial and supporting preparation. If this 
means club football has to suffer a little bit, 
then so what. If this means that every soccer 
player, supporter, Club, State Federation has to 
dig into pockets to find extra cash, then so be it. 
The foilow up to 1974 World Cup participation 
disappeared in a cloud of frenzied petty jealous- 
ies, and no forward planning. It cannot happen 
again, But will Aussie soccer respond to the 
challenge? | doubt it. No, small-minded State 
Federations will not sit down with the PSL for 
example, and work out appropriate fixture lists 
to allow all Leagues to complete requirements 
as well as allow National teams’ preparation. 

Thirdly, the Australian Media has to give 
soccer a fair go, particularly in Melbourne, 
Sydney, Adelaide and Brisbane. For too long, 
Soccer is relegated to % page per day in the 
press while Rugby League and Aussie Rules get 
over-exposure, The same goes for TV and radio. 
| believe every soccer-loving player and suppor- 
ter should be writing and phoning MP‘s, the 
daily newspapers, the TV and radio stations, 
asking why Aussie soccer is not being given 
sufficient coverage. But no. Most apathetic 
Aussies will do nothing but sit back and whinge. 

So Rudi, all the very best. But the National 
teams’ program will not be successful until 
those three problems are solved. Australian 
soccer is like a volcano about to erupt. All 


smoke and steam. If the soccer lava was allow- 
ed to flow, then Aussie soccer will emerge as a 
leading world soccer nation. The raw energy 
potential is here; there is no doubt about that. 
All it takes is some enlightened soccer admin- 
istration at all levels to allow it to be harnessed.
